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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 2-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to an apparatus for buffering structure for packet diversion and 
insertion. The prior arts in the record fail to teach or make obvious to an apparatus 
comprising the first/second packet insertion logic to receive the undiverted ingress/egress 
packet within a structure of the claim. These features are claimed in the independent 
claims 8, 1 1, 44 and render them allowable. The prior arts in the record also fail to teach 
or make obvious to an apparatus comprising the egress diverted packet buffer to receive 
the diverted egress packet directly from the first packet diversion logic within a structure 
of the claim. These features are claimed in the independent claims 16, 42 and 45 and 
render them allowable. The prior arts in the record also fail to teach or make obvious to 
an apparatus comprising a divert logic coupled to the two storage structures to selectively 
route ingress/egress packets on a selected exactly one of the two storage structures within 
a structure of the claim. These features are claimed in the independent claims 30, 33, 36 
and 39 and render them allowable. The prior arts in the record also fail to teach or make 
obvious to an apparatus comprising the egress undiverted packet buffer to receive only 
the undiverted egress packet within a structure of the claim. These features are claimed 
in the independent claims 23, 43 and 46 and render them allowable.
